In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  re.2;ulating  the  public 
printing,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report,  showing  the 
exact  condition  of  the  printing,  binding,  and  engraving,  the  amount 
and  cost  of  such  printing,  binding,  and  engraving,  the  amount  of 
paper  purchased  for  the  same,  and  such  further  information  as  may  be 
within  his  [my]  knov>iedge  in  regard  to  all  matters  connected  there- 
with;" also,  a  statement  showing  "the  number  of  hands  employed, 
and  the  length  of  time  each  has  been  employed."  The  tabular  state- 
ments accompanying  this  report  are  made  up  for  the  year  ending  on  the 
30th  of  September,  1871,  and  are  as  follows :

COST  OF  THE  PUBLIC  PRINTINC  AND  BINDINC 

Statements  Nos.  1  and  2  will  show  the  approximate  cost  of  the 
public  printing  and  binding  for  each  Department  of  the  Government, 
during  the  year  ending  on  September  30,  1871,  as  it  appears  on  the 
books  of  this  office.  The  Statement  No.  1,  exhibiting  the  cost  of  the 
printing,  binding,  and  lithographing  and  engraving  for  Congress,  is 
given  very  much  in  detail,  with  the  view  of  showing  the  cost,  as  nearly 
as  is  practicable,  of  each  of  the  annual  reports  and  other  public  docu- 
ments which  were  printed  in  excess  of  the  usual  number,  (1,650  copies, 
and  50  copies  for  the  use  of  the  Librarian  of  Congress,)  under  a  reso- 
lution of  Congress,  and  the  manner  in  which  tliey  were  authorized  to  be 
distributed.    The  actual  disbursements  of  the  office,  as  detailed  in  State- 


ments Nos.  3,  4,  5,  and  6,  were  as  follows  :

1  it  will  be  seen  that  a  large  number 
of  the  public  documents  ordered  to  be  printed,  either  by  law,  by  order 
of  the  Senate,  or  the  House  of  Representatives,  were  for  distribution 
by  the  Executive  Departments  and  Bureaus. 

The  amount  realized  during  the  year  from  the  sale  of  paper,  paper- 
shavings,  documents,  &c.,  is  $34,439  53,  which  has  been  deposited  in 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  as  required  by  law.

Statement  No.  4,  appended  to  this  rei)ort,  exhibits  the  exact  quantity 
of  each  kind  of  paper  purchased  daring  the  year  ending-  on  the  30th 
of  September,  1871,  and  the  cost  per  ream.  The  aggregate  amount  ex- 
pended was  $483,108  50.  There  remained  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the 
year  papers  of  various  kinds,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  same 
statement,  amounting  in  value  to  $130,514  03. 

I  am  gratified  to  state  that  there  has  been  a  manifest  improvement 
in  the  character  of  nearly  every  class  of  the  paper  furnished  this  office 
under  contracts  during  the  last  year,  and,  almost  without  exception,  the 
several  contractors  have  shown  a  commendable  desire  to  fulfill  their  obli- 
gations to  the  Government  with  fidelity  and  promptness.  The  Joint 
Committee  on  Printing  have,  in  the  exercise  of  their  duties  and  powers 
in  awarding  contracts,  been  successful  in  guarding  this  branch  of  the 
service  from  delinquency  and  abuse. 

In  this  connection  I  would  suggest  that  the  present  policy  of  dividing 
classes  of  paper  into  small  lots,  in  making  contracts  for  a  supply,  is 
open  to  objection.  It  occurs  to  me  under  experience  that  uniformity  in 
texture  and  complexion  of  a  line  of  papers  can  be  better  secured  by  con- 
tracting for  the  entire  class  in  one  contract,  and  with  one  manufacturer, 
than  by  awarding  the  contracts  in  small  lots,  as  is  the  present  policy. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  uniformity  of  complexion  and  texture  can  be 
secured  by  the  change  indicated,  and  further,  that  more  economical 
prices  can  be  obtained  where  the  contracts  take  in  larger  quantities 
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One  thing  is  very  certain,  a  better  class  of  documentary  printing  can 
be  secured  for  the  Government,  under  a  line  of  uniform  papers,  than 
when  contracts  are  made  for  small  lots  and  with  various  manufacturers 
of  diverse  taste,  facilities,  and  results. 

LITHOGRAPHINa  AND  ENGRAVINa  FOR  CONGRESSIONAL  DOCUMENTS. 

The  aggregate  amount  paid  for  this  character  of  work  was  $16,270  67, 
the  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  Statement  No.  6. 

MAPPING  FOR  THE  SUPREME  COURT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

» 

Some  of  the  records  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  which 
are  ordered  to  be  printed  are  accompanied  by  maps,  plats,  diagrams, 
&c.,  and  a  small  number  of  copies  in  facsimile,  on  tracing-linen,  are 
required  for  the  use  of  the  court.  These,  for  the  last  year,  cost  the  sum 
of  $1,421  70. 

THE  PUBLIC  BINDING. 

The  amount  expended  on  account  of  the  public  binding  during  the 
year  ending  on  September,  30, 1871,  was  $508,442  52;  the  details  of  which 
will  be  found  in  Statement  No.  5.  The  value  of  the  materials  on  hand 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  $95,610  54. 

In  this  connection  I  would  state  that  heretofore,  under  the  limited  re- 
sources of  the  bindery,  a  large  number  of  volumes  had  accumulated, 
that  it  was  not  possible  to  bind.  Under  the  increased  facilities  of  the 
office  this  accumulation  will  be  gradually  overcome,  and  the  foreman  of 
binding  hopes,  within  the  ensuing  year,  to  bring  the  demands  ui)on  the 
bindery  down  to  the  current  work. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  PUBLIC  PRINTING  AND  BINDING. 

Attached  to  Statement  No.  1  will  be  found  a  list  of  the  documents, 
&c.,  unfinished  on  the  30th  of  September,  1871,  the  end  of  the  year  for 
which  the  statistical  portion  of  this  report  is  made  up. 

DEPARTMENT  PRINTING  AND  BINDING. 

B}'  reference  to  the  tables  relating  to  the  printing  for  the  several  Ex- 
ecutive Departments  of  the  Government,  it  will  be  apparent  that  while 
in  some  Dei:)artments  there  is  a  decrease,  in  others  there  is  an  increase; 
the  aggregate,  however,  showing  an  excess  of  $58,868  over  last  year. 
I  would  call  attention  to  another  feature  in  these  statistics  :  while  there 
is  a  large  increase  in  the  product  of  labor  for  these  Departments,  the 
pax^er  consumed  for  it  costs  $9,334  39  less  than  that  used  for  that  work 
in  the  year  previous.  This  difference  is  the  result  of  the  favorable  con- 
tract made  for  paper  for  that  class  of  printing — the  prices  paid  being 
21  cents  a  pound  against  22  cents  last  year,  with  a  decided  imx)rovement 
in  quality. 

The  most  marked  increase  in  the  demand  for  departmental  printing 
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has  been  in  the  Post-Office  Department,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following 
comparative  statements :

This  is  occasioned  by  the  rapid  growth  of  the  business  connected  with 
the  postal  interests  of  the  country. 

For  the  Treasury  Department  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the 
printing  account,  and  a  large  decrease  in  binding.  This  last  result  has 
been  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  when  the  law  went  into  force  requiring 
that  all  the  printing  and  binding  for  all  the  Departments  of  the  Gov- 
ernment should  be  done  at  this  office,  a  large  number  of  blank-books 
were  manufactured  for  the  several  custom-houses  throughout  the  coun- 
try, last  year,  in  excess  of  the  immediate  demand,  and  hence  the  requi- 
sitions for  that  class  of  work  for  the  present  year  have  been  limited. 

PATENT-OFFICE. 

Under  the  law  of  January  11,  1871,  abolishing  the  publication  of  the 
annual  mechanical  report  of  the  Paten t-0£tice,  and  substituting  therefor 
a  weekly  report  of  specifications,  with  photo-lithographic  illustrations, 
blank  copies  have  been  printed,  photo-lithographed,  and  bound  since  the 
first  day  of  July  last.  These  volumes,  which  are  suiall  quarto,  containing 
about  1050  pages  each,  are  bound  in  a  strong  and  expensive  style,  and 
are  for  deposit  in  each  capitol  of  every  State  and  Territory,  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  district  court  of  each  judicial  district  of  the  United  States 
except  when  such  offices  are  located  in  State  or  territorial  capitals,  and 
in  the  Library  of  Congress,  that  they  may  be  used  as  evidence  m  the 
prosecutioD  and  adjudication  of  patent  cases  before  the  United  States 
courts.

For  the  convenience  of  the  Treasniy  Department,  a  branch  printing- 
office  is  continned  in  the  basement  of  that  bnilding.  Until  the  present 
time  it  has  been  indispensable,  dnring  the  more  hurried  seasons  of  work, 
to  enable  this  office  to  accomplish  what  has  been  demanded  of  its  re- 
sources. Whether  that  necessity  will  continue  hereafter,  under  the 
increased  facilities  of  this  ofS^ce,  time  will  determine.  It  has  been 
efficiently  managed  by  the  assistant  foreman  in  charge,  audits  economy 
is  vindicated  in  its  results.

ENLARGEMENT  OF  THE  BUILDING. 

1  refer  with  much  pleasure  to  the  enlargement  of  the  building  for  the 
accommodation  of  this  office,  under  the  appropriation  of  $45,000  made 
by  Congress  at  its  last  session.  Through  the  good  jadgment,  economy, 
and  taste  of  Edward  Clark,  esq.,  the  architect  of  the  Capitol  extension, 
who  had  entire  charge  of  the  work,  this  addition  has  been  erected  in  a 
neat,  substantial  manner,  and  within  an  unusually  short  space  of  time, 
and  within  the  a|)i)ropriation  made  therefor.  The  new  building  is  one 
hundred  and  thirteen  by  sixty-three  feet,  four  stories  high,  and  is 
admirably  arranged  for  convenience  and  comfort.  It  adds  some  thirty- 
three  and  one-third  per  cent,  to  the  accommodating  cai)acity  of  the 
establishment,  and  secures  safety  from  fire,  where  heretofore  there  has 
been  somewhat  of  exposure  and  danger  to  property. 

This  enlargement,  while  it  adds  to  the  architectural  appearance  of 
the  entire  structure,  affords  ample  space,  for  the  present,  for  a  sys- 
tematic organization  of  the  physical  and  material  resources  of  the  office, 
thereby  securing  efficiencj^,  economy,  and  expedition  in  the  performance 
of  the  various  duties  connected  with  its  management. 

1  have  also  made  such  other  improvements  on  the  premises  as  seemed 
to  be  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  property,  the  comfort  of  business, 
and  to  bring  the  exterior  of  the  entire  building  into  harmonious  appear- 
ance throughout. 

CONCLITSION. 

It  is  but  an  act  of  simple  justice  that  I  should  state  in  this  connec- 
tion, that  whatever  of  efficiency  and  success  has  attended  my  adminis- 
tration during  the  x>ast  year,  is  attributable,  in  a  great  degree,  to  the 
allegiance  and  fidelity  of  my  subordinates  in  their  several  departments 
and  duties.  They  seem  to  have  been  inspired  by  a  common  desire  to 
make  this  branch  of  the  public  service  efficient  and  acceptable,  and 
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have  devoted  tlieir  best  efforts  and  energies  to  the  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities of  their  several  positions. 

I  desire  to  call  attention  of  Congress  to  the  compensation  paid  under 
the  law  to  the  four  clerks,  and  foremen  of  printing  and  binding 
employed  in  this  office,  with  the  suggestion  that  the  large  increase  of 
business  involves  a  necessary  accumulation  of  labor  and  responsibility 
that  is  not  adequately  remunerated  in  the  salaries  named.  I  would 
therefore  suggest  and  recommend  that  the  chief  clerk,  the  financial 
clerk,  and  the  foremen  of  printing  and  binding,  be  paid  $2,500  a  year 
each,  and  that  the  other  clerks  be  paid  $2,000  each.  In  this  connection 
I  would  remark,  that  a  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties of  these  positions  make  it  necessary  that  a  portion  of  these  incum- 
bents should  be  engaged  daily  from  8  o'clock  a.  m.  till  5  o'clock 
p.  m.,  and  the  balance  from  8.30  o'clock  a.  m.  to  4  o'clock  p.  m.  In  no 
subordinate  Department  of  the  Government  is  the  labor  and  responsi- 
bility so  great,  and  the  compensation  therefor  so  small,  as  in  this  office. 

I  beg  lea\'e  once  more  to  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  Congress 
to  the  importance  of  revising  the  law  relating  to  the  public  print- 
ing, so  far  as  it  establishes  the  extra  numbers  of  the  reports  of  the 
Executive  Departments  and  Bureaus  of  the  Government  to  be  i)rinted 
for  their  use,  respectively.  It  is  evident  that  the  necessities  of  these 
Departments,  under  the  increasing  growth  and  importance  of  the  coun- 
try, are  rapidly  augmenting.  Under  these  demands  the  Departments 
require  an  increase  of  extra  numbers  of  reports  for  their  own  use,  and 
yet  the  statute  declares  that  the  Congressional  Printer  shall  not  print 
a  greater  number  than  is  specified  by  law,  unless  ordered  by  either 
House  of  Congress.  This  condition  of  things  is  embarrassing,  inasmuch 
as  it  brings  the  Congressional  Printer  between  an  executive  demand 
and  a  plainly  defined  statutory  prohibition,  which  he  is  inclined  to 
respect  until  repealed. 

An  amendment  of  the  law  so  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  sev- 
eral Executive  Departments  and  Bureaus  of  the  Government  in  this 
respect  would  remove  all  ground  of  differences  and  embarrassment  on 
this  question,  and  enhance  the  comfort  of  the  Congressional  Printer  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties
